Report  which  is  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

The  important  features  of  the  Report  are  the  Death 
Rate  of  10.8  per  1,000  and  the  Infantile  Mortality,  both  of 
which  are  the  lowest  on  record  since  before  1895. 

The  Phthisis  death  rate  is  also  the  lowest  since  the 
Notification  of  Tuberculosis  became  compulsory.

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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

The  chief  of  the  notifiable  diseases  was  Scarlet  lever. 
There  were  25  cases  during  the  year,  nine  of  which  were 
removed  to  Hospital.  19  of  the  above  25  cases  occurred 
between  October  1st  and  December  31st,  and  six  were  from 


e 


two  houses.  Apart  from  this  feature,  the  disease  was 
uniformly  distributed  over  the  district  and  was  not  concen- 
trated round  any  particular  area. 

There  was  one  case  of  Smallpox  notified.  This  was 
immediately  removed  to  the  Hartshead  Hospital,  and  the 
house  thoroughly  disinfected.  All  contacts  were  frequently 
visited  and  a number  were  vaccinated,  including  the 
remainder  of  the  household.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the 
Members  of  the  County  Council  staff  who  rendered  valuable 
and  willing  assistance  in  the  visiting  of  contacts.  No 
further  cases  were  notified,  and  it  was  not  possible  to 
ascertain  the  source  of  the  infection. 

Owing  to  this  and  other  cases  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
district,  Chicken-pox  was  made  notifiable  for  a period  of  six 
months,  from  March  11th  to  September  10th. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Tire  notification  of  this  disease  is  fairly  prompt  and 
efficient.  The  cases  are  notified  to  this  office,  and  full 
particulars  are  forwarded  to  the  County  Council,  and  to 
Dr.  J.  L.  Stewart,  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  this  area.

Venereal  cases  are  sent  to  the  Ashton-under-Lyne 
Infirmary. 

The  Council  are  joint  owners,  with  the  Ashton-under- 
Lyne  and  Stalybridge  Councils,  of  the  Smallpox  Hospital 
at  Hartshead. 

Other  infectious  cases,  when  necessary,  are  sent  to  the 
Hyde  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Gee  Cross,  where  two 
beds  are  retained  at  a cost  of  £18  per  bed  per  annum. 

CHILD  WELFARE. 

There  is  a centre  in  the  district,  which  is  under  the 
control  of  the  County  Council.  This  Centre  is  held  at  the 
Bridge  Street  Schools  and  is  open  from  2 to  4 p.m.  on 
Mondays. 

This  Council  has  no  control  over  this  centre,  but  a 
Committee  has  been  formed  from  ladies  in  the  district,  who 
render  assistance  at  the  Centre. 
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The  Centre  is  well  attended  and  every  assistance  is  given 
to  those  attending.
